Sowing Seeds,

Tha apring s aboul on us;, and wsewi.
sowing in the garden und on the M
will soon be here, A= myriade of seeds
are wasted every year, a few hints mnay
be sensonnble and serviceable,

The most suecesaful sower we ever
knew lets his gnrden ground get o little
dry before sowing. Then he stretohes
the line along where the seeds sre lo go,
sows the seeds on the surface, and then
walks sideways along the line, pressing
the seeds with his *fint foot.”” He says
hé never has o geed (o miss, and
sows them thinly just where every |
plantis to grow, Theraids not only
wasto of seed but no waste in (thinning.
There is o rnking in of the seed and
the whele ls as gimple as possible. His
wife is o good Nower gardener, Hep
mignienette and phloxes always grow,
and a ten cent paper is enough for the
whole garden. She sows on the surface
“pats’ down, ns she suys, the sarth with
the back of her cast-steel trowel, puts
the stiek with the name in the centre
of the little patoh. and they sprout at
once.

Now this ia wll reasonable enough
when we think of it. Thereare lots ol
peaple who believe that rug-weed and
other rubbish will keep seed fresh for
vedrs when bet plowed down
inches. Whether thisds so or not,
sowing Is knowa to be unfavoruble
germination, Seed llke to by near the
alr, but near the molsture ton, and all
that is neceessary to this is that they be
pressed fivmly dn the ground. Of course
the seed need not “tramped’’ in.
There nre ways enough of covering
seed poperly with lmplements,. We
only wefer to our friend’s experience
for the lesson It tenehes.)
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A Small Flower Garden,
A writer in the Western Farm Jour- f
nal  reeommends for o small flower

garden the following list, as they do not
require (reatment, are good s<tundy
varleties, will staud neglect, vet do well;
Asters, balsams, diznthus, petunias,
phlox, calllopsis, verbenns, sweet pous,
miginonette, cinniss, maprlgolds, snd
portulncas.

gins 1o blossom in July, nnd nearly ull
the others come on eacly In that month.
It old flowers are removed apd not
allowed te go to seed, you will Lave a
much greater profusion of bloom. If
you do not remove faded fowers, bat
ullow them (o perfect seed, you willsoon
see that your plants are losing a Inrge
share of thelr former glory. You ean't
expect o plant to ripen seed and blossom
profusely at the same thne.”
